(Coatisued from Page AM 
uurant before and after school,'* Pi- 
erce said. "He allowed them to bur 
cigarettes and hamburgers on credit 
and provided them *ttn aiconoi. 
They have statements from students 
who were told they could pay their 
tab by having ses with him. He also 
Umted young boys home and pro* 
vtded aiconoi and pornograpoic mov- 
ies {or them Co watcn." 

Fierce said Mlnnesou detectives 
said Sanies bad been in Duiuth for 
about two years and that pnor to that 
be lived in Florida. Similar com- 
plaints were filed there, but Sanies 
was not arrested. 

"They advised that il Barnes ts in 
the food-aervice industry, he mar run 
into young boys and prey on them.'* 
the chief said. 

3arnes failed to complete the sex- 
offender treatment program, Pierce 
said. 3arnes then asxed for Ms 
parole supervision to be transferred 
to Sellmgnam, but Washington sute 
Oepartment of Corrections personnel 
declined the transfer and nodded 
him of their rejection ui February. 

On March 39. a Mlnnesou parole 
officer adTtsed local police that 
Barnes moved to SelUngnam any* 
way, and that under Mlnnesou law, 
they could not revoke his release on 
the basts of his failure to complete 
the treatment program. 

Local parole officers have ac- 
cepted supervision of 3arnes rather 
than have him remain unsupervised* 
Pierce said. 3ames will remain on 
parole lor five years, the chief said. 

Pou'ce releasee the information on 
Sarnes based on a Uw passed during 
this year's legislative session that 
tougnened penalties for convicted 
sex offenders and required them to 
register with the county sheriff. 

Pierce said police learned of 
Sanies' arrival in Eeiltagftam when 
be. registered with the Whatcom 
County Sheriffs Office May It 

"The new Law has £ven us very 
UUie guidance about wnen to man - 
these sorts of notifications," Pierce 
said. 

Police consider Eames among 
those wno present the greatest poten- 
tial danger to the community, Pierce 
said. More Ulan a dozen convicted 
sex offenders so far have registered 
with the sheriffs office, he said. but 
police have not released information 
on them to the public. 

"We're trying to woric out a defini- 
tion of who Cits in wnat level." > 
said. " :t'3 a very difficult situation." 



Pierce said Barnes has relatives uj 
thecomrnunjty and (hat he lives with 
his mother. 

The chief said he decided to nocfy 
the public in hooes that parents asd 
children would be aware of Barnes* 
presence and exert caution. Police 
will not tolerate any harassment oi 
Sarnes. Pierce sard. 

He said parents seed to be camions 
in telling their children aoout 
Same*. Although parents snoud 
show children ids picture. Pierce 
said, they should not maxe cmidrst 
afraid of a "sex predator bemsd 
every tree." 

Pierce said parents need to :ai 
children that they don't have *j> ca 
everything an adult tells them ta co 
and that they can run. scream or 
refuse to cooperate in unsafe sxcia- 
tions. 

fie said investigators personally 
contact police agencies that :uve 
dealt with the offenders to determzse 
the level of danger to tneco mmua av. 

Pierce said he had M a great deal of 
concern" about releasing detaiies jj- 
formation on Eames.
